Letter To The Editor 





Calgary, Alta. 
Dear Mr. McCready: 

Early this past summer I reported 
to you that I had а copy of the 2c 
1937 coil (Scott’s No. 239) perfor- 
ated O.H.M.S. and used during 1940. 
This report was published in your 
September issue of P.S. but I am 
afraid I did not notice it. 

Mr Wylie, secretary of the Calgary 
Philatelie Society drew this to my 
attention a short time ago, or pos- 
sibly I should still not be aware that 
you had passed on the report. 


It seems that the description I gave 
you of this соуег was not thorough 
enough as the accompanying stamp 
is a 3 cent 1937 regular issue stamp 
also perforated O.H.M.S. and the two 
of them (the 2c coil and 8с non coil) 
are on a cover used in ordinary 
course of business during 1940 by 
the Dept. of Mines and Resources 
and the envelope is addressed to a 
Calgary business firm. Mr. Wylie has 
examined this cover, and agrees that 
it appears to be genuine. The coil 
stamp and the other stamp each are 
tied to the cover with a separate im- 
pression of the cancelling stamp. 
There is no question of the cover be- 
ing “fixed” philatelically, as it was 
saved from the wastebasket by my- 
self at the time it was used along 
with about fifty other O.H.M.S. cov- 
ers used about the same time. 


These covers were put away until 
last February when I went through 
them looking for the “five perf” 
varieties. I then noticed the coil 
stamp. 

How this coil came to be perforated 
O.H.M.S. Г haven't the faintest idea, 
but it certainly was used in official 
business on an official cover. 

If coils were officially perforated 
O.H.M.S. at Ottawa, it seems likely 
other соріев have or should show up.

In the upper half of the 5c postage 
stamp issued by Canada September 
24th, 1951, appears a reproduction of 
the Canadian National Steamship, 
“Prince George.” 

This steamship was built in Vic- 
toria, B.C., and plys the waters of the 
Pacific along the coast between Van- 
couver, Ocean Falls, Prince Rupert 
and the ports of Alaska as far as 
Skagway, carrying cargo and pass- 
engers in,a service that has been 
established for 40 years. 

The “Prince George", replacing an 
earlier ship of the same name, made 
her maiden voyage in 1948. Canadian 
іп design and construction, she 15 
the largest passenger vessel ever 
built on Canada’s Pacific coast. She 
grosses 5,000 tons and has accom- 
modation for 260 passengers and 400 


tons of general cargo, and at least 12 
automobiles per trip can be accom- 
modated. It has seven decks, and 
eight public rooms, sitting rooms and 
a club room. 

The SS “Prince George” is equip- 
ped with the most modern navigation 
aids, including radar, gyro compass, 
echo sounder and wireless. The ship 
has 50,000 clubie feet of cargo space 
of which 5,000 cubic feet is refriger- 
ated. Two holds, a forward one served 
by the ship's tackle and the other 
hold by large electric elevator oper- 
ating through the ship's side doors; 
therefore, there are alternative meth- 
ods of loading and discharging the 
cargo.

#154 — Imprint Change on the 1942 
War Issue 


Haven't noticed it mentioned be- 
fore, so maybe it will be news to 
many of you, but there are two types 
of imprints on the King's head values 
of this issue. 

The early plates all have the one 
line imprint as used on the 1937 first 
King George VI issue. It reads “Can- 
adian Bank Note Co. Ottawa No. —." 
Somewhere along the line the im- 
print was changed to a two line var- 
iety reading “Canadian Bank Note 
Co., Limited — Ottawa No. —.” This 
is the current type. 


My collection of plate blocks is 
not extensive enough to give the dope 
on when the changes were made. 1 
list below the lowest numbered plate 
that I have with the two line im- 
print. No doubt some come on earlier 
plates than these.

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Why Do I Collect Stamps? 


At first glance I wonder why! I 
know the ‘non-collector thinks it's 
foolish. Sometimes I think I could 
be better oecupied; take in aecount- 
ing or some such on a pay basis for 
my evening’s instead of poring over 
stamps. But would I? Гуе seen me 
come home from the office with a 
headache and after losing myself in 
stamps for an evening feel refreshed 
and minus the headache. 

But that doesn’t give the whole 
answer for collecting stamps. Man 
is born a collector. Every school 
boy's pockets become repositories for 
various oddments — intrinsically of 
little value. But he has the instinct 
to collect and acquire things. And 
man is but a grown up boy retaining 
largely the proclivities of boyhood. 

Still — that’s not а good enough 
answer for why I collect stamps. 
Every boy has heard the old saw, 
“All work and no play makes Jack a 
dul boy.” А homely. phrase but 
breaded with wisdom. Unrelenting 
application to various duties and 
work takes the starch out of life — 
and a boy or man, too. Relaxation 
and a little indulgence іп pastimes 
or play perks one up — gives him 
something to look forward to. And 
whereoff hobbies were born, even 
stamp collecting — foolish and all 
as it seems to some. Is it any more 
foolish than buying a hundred dollars 
worth of golf elubs to chase a little 
rubber ball over 25 or 30 acres of 
land? Or does it equal the chap who 
acquires two or three hundred dol- 
lars worth of fishing tackle to catch 
a ten inch fish he could buy on the 
market for fifteen cents — at least 
he соша before the dollar became а 
40е buying agent?

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CHERRY RED AIRLINE 
STAMPS 


These stamps were printed in 
sheets of 50, and not 55, as I bought 
all the remainders from Mr. Norman 
Cherry when he ceased operations, 
and all were in shets of 50. I doubt 
very much if there were two print- 
ings, as listed in Morgan’s as #265 
and 266 both with errors, different 
paper and different gum. 

There were two printings, certainly, 
but undistinguished, except for the 
fact that the two errors showed up 
in different places. These I called 
sheets ‘A’ and ‘В’. 

The errors in sheet ‘B’ were, brake 
in line under ‘R’ of Airline over plane 
wing in Ist, 2nd and 4th stamps and 
again m the lower half in 31st, 82nd 
and 34th stamps, while the pointed 
cross, bar in the ‘A’ of the Air appears 
in ‘stamps 8th, 10th, 28th and 80th. 

In the sheets I called ‘A’ the brake 
in the line over the plane appeared 
only twice in each half sheet while 
the ‘A’ with pointed cross bar appears 
three times in each half sheet.

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U. S. NOTES

The last group of United Nations 
stamps was delayed until December 
14, because of the shipping strike. 
Collectors have had a long wait for 
their first day covers-and stamps. 


А brochure issued by the U.N. 
Postal Administration reveals its 
plans for issue soon of a 10c letter 
sheet, а 8с embossed stamp envelope 
and a 1c postal card. There was no 
information on the designs which 
would be used on the imprinted 
stamps nor did they indicate when 
we may expect them. 


The date of issue of the Betsy Ross 
stamp was changed from Ist to 2nd 
of January. The first day sale was 
in Philadelphia. 

The U.S. has a new edition of the 
10с air letter sheet. It has four lines 
of instructions on the back of -the 
sheet. The text of the two added 
lines is, *Message must appear on 
the inner side only / No tape or 
sticker may be attached." 

The new 2c card made its debut at 
the American Stamp Dealers Asso- 
ciation Show in New York on Novem- 
ber 16. This 2с postal card went into 
effeet January 1. It is the first postal 
card change in 50 years. 

On November 30, the new 20c 
special delivery stamp had its first 
‘day in Washington, D.C. This one 
takes care of the new rate which 
went into effect January 1, also. 
This stamp, printed in black, is 
Scott's type SD7 but is a rotary press 
variety and not flat plate as SD7 of 
1925. 

The Philatelic Agency now has the 
бс airmail envelopes overprinted “Re- 
valued бе P.O. Dept." The agency al- 
so added the Battle of Brooklyn and 
the 20e special delivery to their new 
list. The obsolete postal note stamps 
are no longer available at the agency. 
Тһе sale of them ended on the last 
day of December and the unsold re- 
mainder will be destroyed. 

The 4-H stamp first day, 15th of 
January at Springfield, Ohio. Safety 
wil be the theme of the А.А.А. 
stamp due 4th of March. A new 
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stamp for the Grand Coulee Dam 
seems likely in 1952. The Betsy Ross 
stamp marks the 200th anniversary 
of her birth, and the design features 
Weisgerber’s painting “Birth of a 
Nation Flag.” Advance photographs 
show it to be a very beautiful stamp. 
The 4-Hs on the 4-H stamp means 
"Head", “Heart”, “Hands” and 
“Health.” 

Forty post offices in the U.S. used 
the “Bond Flag" slogan cancellation 
in 1951. These made a pretty collec- 
tion on cacheted covers. It is not easy 
to get these slogan cancellations in 
perfect condition, but almost all the 
writer's came back in fine condition.

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India Publicity 


А correspondent sends a copy of a 
pamphlet *Caravan of India" by Gov- 
ernment Information Services, 200 
Maclaren St, Ottawa, Canada, from 
which we reproduce the following 
stamp note. 

India, pioneer of modern postal 
progress throughout Аза, will be 
celebrating the centenary of her first 
postage stamp next year. 

Although India's postal system is 
as old as her temples, the use of 
paper stamps as a token of prepaid 


postage began only during the days 


of the East India Company. It de- 
veloped out of the system of convey- 
ing officia] mails between the Collec- 
torates of various distriets. 

The. first stamps were introduced 
іп 1852 by Mr. Bartle. Frere, Com- 
missioner of Sind Province. He was 
asked by the Bombay Government to 
popularize the post among the publie 
of his Province as the cost of carry- 
ing official mails was considered too 
heavy to һе borne by the Government. 
Mr. Frere, a great admirer of the 
penny post in England, took it as a 
God-sent opportunity to introduce a 
cheap postal rate in India. He im- 
mediately issued what are now fam- 
ous as the “Scinde District Dawk" 


stamps. 
Up to 1882, Indian stamps bore the 
inscription “East India Postage”. 


When Queen Victoria assumed the 
title of Empress of India and the 
administration of the country was 
transferred from the East India Com- 
pany to the British Crown, the in- 
scription was changed to “India Post- 
аге.”

Things have been happening fast 
in the Pl. 6 of 4с Orange story. Early 
in January a friend of mine came 
across three UL’s which he was good 
enough to let me handle for him. 
Shortly thereafter another UL was 
reported by Dr. Russell C. Zinck of 
Lunenburg, N.S. Next to acquire UL 
was Mr. W. W. Pollock of Carleton 
Place. These five blocks were only 
ones known at the time and it was 
naturally enough believed that no 
more might be discovered. On that 
assumption, I traded one of my UL’s 
for a LR, which were about equally 
scarce. 

Then came the deluge! A number 
of UL’s and UR’s were found in Cal- 
gary and Vancouver — just how 
many is not known yet. Prices of 
these positions were decimated in a 
week. I believe there will be a re- 
action, especially for well centred 
copies, and that they are good buys 
at present levels. I should mention 
too, that in my opinion, values of low- 
er positions remain unchanged by 
discovery of these uppers. Each posi- 
tion is a different stamp to the con- 
firmed plate block addict. At the 
moment, I know of only three collec- 
tors who have three positions of РІ. 
6 — АП lacking LL; they are Mr. 
Wyllie, Mr. Caudwell, and myself. 
(Names of others will be published if 
reported to me. As this is written 
three weeks before publication, many 
changes may take place. I hope my 
readers will bear this in mind.) 


As I have mentioned before, colour 
changes provide the collectors with 
unusual opportunities. Тһе latest 
word on Әс red is that it is not ex- 
pected for many months to come. As 
for the Әс black, it is pretty well out 
at Ottawa, especially plates 3 and 4. 
Т hope my readers availed themselves 
of my previous warning about these 
plates. I rather expect some plates of 
the Әс green will be good, but am 
not yet sure which they will be. 

Last month Т spoke of my interest 
in control numbers. Here is а para- 
graph from a letter I received from 
Mr. Carpenter which throws much 
light on the subject. (My best thanks 


to Mr. Carpenter for his courtesy.) 

“The numbers from 500 to 1,400 
are within a range that the manu- 
faeturer uses for postage work. These 
numbers are assigned to job instruc- 
tions to the various manufacturing 
departments. Some of the numbers 
are assigned to the manufacture of 
postage stamp printing plates and 
are printed in the selvedge of the 
stamps that are printed from plates 
made from this job number. Other 
numbers in the same range will be 
assigned to other phases of postage 
work and will not appear on postage 
supplies issued . . . Over a period of 
years after all numbers within the 
range 500 to 1,400 are exhausted, the 
manufacturing company returns to 
the beginning of the range and re- 
numbers from 500." 

To elose this column, thanks to Mr. 
Park of Temiskaming, P.Q., for a 
kind letter. He brings up an interest- 
ing point in connection with the miss- 
ing period on the two cent OHMS 


(War Issue) overprint. He has ob- 
served it on the 12th stamp of the 
sheet, as well as the 52nd, and won- 
ders if anyone else has come across it.

U. C. Postal History 





While engaged in some historical 
research a few years ago, I found in 
a much treasured volume of 1800, a 
list of the first ten post offices in 
the new province of Upper Canada. 
Their location along the water-front 
coincides with the small bands of 
U.E. Loyalists who came over to 
create new homes. Since their arrival 
they had clamored for postal service, 


but the Postmaster General who re- 
sided in Quebec appeared indifferent 
to their demands. Until the estab- 
lishment of the following post offices 


in 1800, settlers in Upper Canada had 
to send to their nearest office which 
was Montreal. The first post offices 
in Upper Canada were Cornwall, Ma- 
tilda (now Iroquois), Augusta (now 
Prescott), Kingston, York, Niagara, 
Queenston, Chippawa, Fort Erie, and 
Sandwich.—Charles M. Chandler. 
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The Last of The Perforated 
Officials 
By C. Arthur Ayre 


In the hectic rush for O.H.M.S., 
both perforated and overprinted, in 
the past year, it may be that the 
perforated 2c and Зе Revised— Scott's 
Nos. 285 and 286 — have been unduly 
overlooked. 


I know that the perforated Offi- 
cials are taboo as far as the Standard 
Catalogues are concerned but experi- 
ence shows that these usually follow 
collectors’ trends rather than lead 
them. For instance, if you have a 
copy of Gibbons for the year 1912, 
look up and see what it says about 
the watermarked copies of the 1868 
Large Queens — a footnote to the 
effect that the watermark has no spe- 
cial significance or value. The writer 
purchased a copy of the 15c water- 
marked for 1s3d or 30 cents in 1912 
and still has it. But when collectors 
began to pay more for watermarked 
copies the catalogues followed and 
listed them with increased prices. Col- 
lectors will continue to lead, and in 
the writer’s opinion no collection of 
Canadiana will be complete without 
the perforated officials. 


In looking over a pane each of Nos. 
285 and 286, i.e. 100 subjects of each, 
some constant varieties are apparent. 
The panes examined were both 4-hole 
reading down — Type 2F. 


285 2c lower left pane with partial 
plate—left selvedge shows “Plate No. 
1 540" but bottom selvedge removed 
before perforating. 


286 3c Upper left pane. Top sel- 
vedge removed—no Plate or partial 
Plate Block. 


Top row, Nos. 1-10 incl. Top hole 
in right vertical] stroke of *H" miss- 
ing. 

3rd row, Nos. 31-40 incl. Second 
hole from the bottom in left vertical 
stroke of “М” missing. 


Bottom row, 91-100. Bottom hole in 
left vertical strokes of “М?” missing. 

Whilst the ‘missing hole’ varieties 
are constant in the panes of both 
values, the ‘spacing’ variations differ. 
In the 2с value the spacing between 
the rows of perforations is either 8 
mm or 9 mm. In the 3c value I have 
found spacing between rows of 7 mm.,

in the same pane. Type 2E (OHMS 
reading up) has not been examine 
for lack of material.
